And then ca me the rebellion, a left 
test of the question as to w hether we had 
h government or uot, and some of us ha ve 
a pretty distinct recollection of the sla te 
of nflairs that brought a bout. 
A war 
ca nuot be wa ged w ithout money , uud 
this wa r on our ha nds proved to be no 
child’s play , and necessita ted the use of a 
tretnenduouB a mount of m oney , and once 
more the free trade policy wa s thrown to 
the winds and a high protective policy 
a gain reinsta ted; and in a ddition to thul 
the governm ent wa s obliged to levy an 
internal tux on a lmost every thing to ca i; 
ry on the war. 
And a fter its close, these 
internal ta xes were a bolished as fast as 
the condition of things would alllow, un­ 
til all ha ve been a bolished except the tax 
upon whisky aud toba cco. 
And now it 
is cla imed by president Clevela nd and 
those who are opposed to the protective 
policy ,rthat our tariff la ws together with 
flic internal tax on whisky and toba cco, 
produce too much revenue; tha t there is 
a surplus in the treasury which is claimed 
to be a da ngerous condition of things, 
and the m coiid U rn in the history of our 
governm ent we ha ve a president who in 
his messa ge to congress recommends a 
reduction in the tariff la ws looking to­ 
ward free trade, which we see by the 
papers accords 
with 
the wishes 
and 
views of Engla nd s ruling cla sses and the 
Cobdeu Club. 
With the enorm ous debt 
still owed by our government ; with the 
enormous a mount of m oney required to 
pay the interest on thut d e b t ; with the 
enormous a mount of money required to 
pay the soldiers who are and ought to be 
entitled to pensions; and with the enor­ 
mous a mount of m oney which might and 
ought to be expended in public improve­ 
ments. which would give em ploy m ent to 
labor aud prove a la sting uud substa ntia l 
benefit to the country , how there can be 
da nger from a surplus in the treasury is 
a my stery tha t I ca nnot solve, 
ft would 
seem to common 
mind« 
that 
da nger 
would be more likely to lie in the oppo­ 
site direction, as every school boy knows 
the difficulty of pay ing debts from an cmp 
ty treasury . 
If the recommenda tion of 
President Clevela nd should unfortuna te­ 
ly be carried out, the government would 
in all probability soon be favored with 
au em pty treasury . The ba la nce of trade 
would roll up against us and relieve us 
of the gold and silver to pay for foreign 
g oods, and the manufacturer» of our own 
country driven to the wall 
unless the 
wa ges of labor can be c rowded down to 


c h a ng e has broug ht ruiu to the business 
interests of the country, and ev ery chang e 
in the opposite direction has broug ht a 
re urn of prosperity.

W ashington City, Feb, 2,—Raynor, ot 
Maryland, made himself 
a name with the 
workingmen's combinations throughout the 
country Wednesday, when he took up the 
causa of the Reading strikers and got the 
house to sit down on the report in favor of 
relegating the investigation of the strike to 
the inter-state commission. 
Rayuer gave 
evidence of being a man of very vigorous 
eloquence, and was warmly congratulated 
by u score or the of the members 
He laid 
about him right manfully in a decidedly 
warm denunciation of monopolies, etc., and 
is generally given the credit 
of carrying tho 
day for a congressional investigation. 
Clardy of Missouri, the chairman of the 
house committee on commerce, in present­ 
ing the majority rej>ort on the house resolu­ 
tion to investigate the Reading strike, which 
was that the whcd * matter be referred to the 
inter-state commerce, sai 1 that it was en­ 
tirely within the province of the cominis don 
to investigate it. 
Raynor, a memlx n' of lhe 
dissenting majority of the committee, fix ed 
the attention of the house 
and galleries in 
his opening phrase. 
Bjjrsts of appiausa 
greeted his every period. 
‘‘I know that 
monopoly is an enemy terrible to encounter” 
he concluded, ‘‘out 
I have never seen the day

This club, by the way, 
has within a few 
mo nths develo ped into a large and influential

tho usand do cuments setting fo rtii the do c­ 
trine o f pro tectio n, and its membership o f 
abo ut 800 is rapidly gro wing. 
Gen. Y\, F. 
Draper presided at the meeting, and the 
principal speakers were J . 
V\. J arrett, o f 
Pittsburg, and Co l. A. S. Co iyer, o f Nash­ 
ville. 
Gen. Draper, after discussing the general 
principles o f pro tectio n, said: 
“ This sur­ 
plus do es no t tro uble me as it do * 3 mauy 
peo ple. 
It seems to me a favo rable co m ­ 
ment o n o ur present revenue system that we 
are tro ubled to dispo se o f a surplus, while all 
o ther natio ns are tro ubled to make up de­ 
ficits. 
[Applause.] Granting the necessity 
o f reducing o ur revenue, ho wever, wo have 
a remedy in the reductio n o r abo litio n o f in ­ 
ternal revenue taxes. 
To break do wn indus­ 
tries fo r the sake o f reducing o ur surplus 
appears to me much as it wo uld fo r a pri­ 
vate citizsn who tho ught he was accum u­ 
lating to o rapidly to cut o ff a finger o r two 
so that he m ight pro duce less. 
[Laughter.] 
The internal revenue tax is a tax that was 
made necessary by the exigencies o f the 
war, and if the mo ney is no t required under 
present co nditio ns we can safely abo lish it.” 
Co lo nel Co iyer was given a warm wel­ 
co me. 
lie discussed the tariff questio n in 
the so uth chieflv, and summed up his view o f 
the situatio n thus; 
“ I think the peo ple are 
beginning to appreciate the need o f pro tec­ 
tio n, and that tho sentim ent in th a t directio n 
is rapidly gro wing. 
Henry V\ abterao n wo n’t 
believe it, but it is true, nevertheless, tho ugh 
they cling to tho o ld idea iu K entucky, 
largely thro ugh his influence.

They take pride in their calling and look 
upon a hig hway m an or pickpocket as U*- 
neath

notice, 
Com paratively few 
thieves huve the grit to follow this line, 
• fh e ir number is thus limited, and they U* 
come well known and respected by the fra­ 
ternity . 
They are known us 
the “ long 
chance” men in the thieves’ vocabulary 
They are all quick witted and intellig ent and 
do not have the brutal instinct of man y kinds 
of thieves who g o around with murder in 
their hearts.
